R, Foster Dulles yester- 
day gave an insight to 
American thinking on the | 
proposed polltical develop- 


ment of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation, 
proffering the intriguing 
suggestion that NATO 
should, in effect, become a 
little United Nations. 

Members of NATO will 
approach this proposition 
cautiously, for one of its 
purposes apparently is to 
invest the organisation with 
jurisdictional powers in the 
settling of disputes jn 
which its members are 
involved; for example, 
Cyprus and Algeria, 

This Is treading on delicate 
xround, Both Britain and 
France regard their reapec- 
thve problema as being 
domestic issues to be re- 
solved by their own govern- 
ments, Cyprus is a British 
colony and Algerin in re- 
gurded as part of metro- 
politan France; hence they 
are reluctant to surrender 
to third parties — their 
responsibilities. 

N the case of Cyprus there 
could be created dangerous 
compHentions were NATO 
invested with the power to 
apply au settlement.

Mr Dulles discussed this aspect 
of the proposed political ex- 
pansion of NATO ifn response to 
a question at his press con- 
ference abuut the  possiblilty 
that that organisatlon might 
“assumo jurisdiction” In the 
Cyprus case.

Washington have been reluctant 
to discuss in detail any such 
propgsal in order not to anticipate 
ot prejudge the- work: the 
“three wise men” who are plan- 
ning to tour. North Atlontic 
capttals to discuss such ques- 
tions between now and next 
November, 

But Mr Dulles today — ilfted 
the curtain considerably on 
United States thinking. 

Mr Dulles, who came to 
prominence os an intermnationol 
lawyer, analysed carefully the

The planners of the range 
soon realised that trees must be 
considered one of tho amenitics 
of the village, particularly for 
the benefit of the English 
workers, and that an affore- 
station scheme must be incor- 
porated Into the: general deve- 
lopment of the place, From this 
realisation grew a project which 
may revolutionise the dry and 
tree-less arcas of Australia and 
which may .have its effects on 
other parts of the world.

Seeds were sccured from all

In the meantime, a vigorous 
tree-planting campaign in the 
village aren itself ied to ‘ the 
planting of more than 34,000, 
There are more to follow. ° 

The main species being 
planted. are cucalyptus, the 
Australian native which  al- 
ready found its way to Amarica, 
Africa and Mediterranean coun- 
tries, acacias and peppers, . 

‘fhe growth of many of these 
trees has been phenomenal, 
according to the Woomora nur- 
sery supervisor, Mr BE. F, Mar- 
tin, who is watching the pro- 
gress of: what he called aon 
Isracli bush, ao spiky-looling 
grey bush from the Holy Land.
